The bank is open every day in the year, 
except Sundays, Chriftmas Day, New- 
Year's Day, Good Friday, the 4th of July, 
and general Holydays appointed by legal 
authority.

— Bills or notes left with the 
bank will be prefcnted for acceptance, and 
the money collected free of expence : In 
cafe of non-payment and proteft,the charge 
of proteft must be borne by the perfon 
lodging the bill. — Payments made at the 
bank, muft be examined at the time, as no 
deficiency fuggefted afterwards will be ad- 
mitted.
